Device Invented by Prof. Mont*, 
gomery Becomes Unman- • 
agoable In Olzzy Flight 

In tbe presence of 2,000 persons who bad 
gathered at tbe Sunt a Clara college grounds, 
Santa Clara, Cal., to witness the- flight oil 
Prof, John J. Montgomery's aeroplane, the 
machine collapsed when at a height of 
2,000 feet, and Aeronout Daniel Moloney 
was hurled to tbe ground.' His skull was 
fractured and be died an hour later. The 
wingijpf the flylhg machine were splint 
tered into mitebwood. Women fainted as 
they saw the aeronaut fall to death. 

The weather conditions were perfect. 
There was perfect calm, and the balloon 
was released without a mishap. While 
thousands gazed on the diminishing out- 
line of the airship, Moloney could be aeon 
seated noon a little saddle of the aeroplane 
ready to cut loose when the highest point 
in tbe ascent bad been reached. 

When the machine was but a speck in 
the sky, balloon and aeroplane slowly 
parted company, and a cry of relief burst 
from the crowd as the airship settled gently 
in tbe air, buoyed only by its own wings. 

Suddenly a murmer of alarm came from 
tbese who were gazing at the airship, for 
almost without warning the device refused 
to obey the guiding band of the aeronaut, 
described a short circle, plunged to the 
left and nearly overturned. 

Moloney could be seen struggling with 
the guide wires, but in an instant it was 
seen that bis efforts were futile. The run-

ICEHOUSE 
^TJiESTROYED 
' BY FIRE 

v The wont fire in the history of the vil- 
lage of Silver Lake occurred just after 10 
o'clock on Thursday evening of lost week 
when the big ice home owned by theTewes 
Ice company, of Chicago, was completely 
destroyed by fire, entailing a loss variously 
estimated at from $35,000 to 150.000. The 
origin of the fire was a mystery and the 
flames spread so rapidly that tbe little 
band of fire fighters was not able to make 
nay headway against them. In less than 
'an hour the vast structure had been com- 
pletely destroyed. 

The house' was one of the largest in Ke- 
nosha county, It had a capacity of 50,000 
tons of ice and B was erected lost fall at a 
cost of 130,000. The company bad been 
shlpping.ice from the house for several 
months, so- when the fire came there was 
but 30,000 toss of ico left. , ... 

The toss is stated to be 130,000 on the 
building and the. loss from .the ice is a 
problem. Steps were taken to. move the 
ice to some other house, but at the best tbe 
ice can only be used for cooling purposes 
and the company will lose at least one-half 
its value. The"to"tal value of tbe 30,000 
tons of ice would be In the neighborhood 
of $35,000. 

The officers of the company hurried' to 
Silver Lake from Chicago and Immediate 
preparations were made for re-building the 
bouse. In the meantime the company has 
arranged to have all orders filled by the 
Haegele Ice company, which has largo 
bouses at Camp Lake and Salem.

Oae of the rear wing* collapsed oi the 
aeroplane gained added impetus, then tbe 
mate snapped from its support and flut- 
tered limp in the air.

Maloney was found lying limp 
and apparently lifeless among the broke a 
remnants of the aeroplane; -The rear part 
of the machine was smashed and splintered 
into a hundred pieces, but the front wings 
which had striven to save the daring rider 
from destruction, were still outspread be- 
side him. 

• From the wreak bf.the machine' the dy- 
ing man was carried unconscious, but still' 
breathing heavily. He did not gain con- 
sciousness. An examination, proved that 
Moloney's neck was broken and his skull 
crushed by the framework of tbe aeroplane. 
The bones of one leg also were broken and 
be was injured internally. 

■ The disaster was probably due to the gay 
rope catching one of the wings of the aero- 
plane as It was liberated and crushed it. 



When George C. French, the Wiscon- 
Central conductor, died at Manhfleld a 
few months ago, he was believed to posess 
considerable of this worlds goods, as be 
wasknowa to be economical and saving, 
but an inspection of his belongings showed 
only a roll of money sup posed to he only a 
few hundred dollars.

Short Extracts of the New Laws 

are Given Below and Should . 

be Carefully Read 

The following are extracts of laws passed 
by tbe last General Assembly, which are of 
interest to the people of this vicinity: 

Prohibiting the use of live pigeons, fowl 
or other bids for the purpose of target 
practice, or to be shot at, either for amuse- 
ment or as a test of skill in marksmanship. 
Penalty, not less than 820, or more than 
1100, or imprisonment in county jail not 
exceeding 30 days. 

On and after July 1st, the Road Com- 
missioners shall select and prepare a suit- 
able pound near the center of tbe Township 
and appoint a pound master. 

All assignments of wages must be made 
in writing and acknowledged before a 
Justice of the Peace in the Township in 
which the assignee resides, when wages 
are thus assiimed, such notice shall, within 
S days be served upon tbe person or per- 
sons, from whom wages are due, provided 
further that, in case of a married man, 
such assignment must be signed by bin 
wife also; no assignment to cover a greater 
period than 6 months. 

Cities and villages shall have power to 
levy in addition to the amount now allowed 
by taw, a direct annual tax of not more 
than 1 cent on the dollar upon all property 
in the village, not to exceed a period of 30 
years, to be used solely for the purpose of 
purchase, construction or enlarging of 
water works, providing three-fourths of all 
the voters voting shall vote ia favor of 
such contract and tax. 

No suit for personal injuries against any 
incorporation, city or town shall be valid 
unless same is commenced within one year 
from time such injury was received. 

Village clerk abnir be elected for two 
years, instead of one as heretofore. 

Age of consent of females, raised from 
14 to 18 years. 

' No divorced person shall many for a 
period of one year, except tbe persons di- 
vorced may re-marry. In cases of adultery 
the guilty party may not marry for a per- 
iod of two years; penalty, not teas than one 
or more than three years in jail. 

Primary elections of all parties to be 
held on the same day, said primary elec- 
tions to be beld on the last Saturday of 
April, A. D. 1906, and every two years 
thereafter. A political party means one 
which cast at least 10 per cent, of all votes 
cast at the last generaj election. 

All judges of tbe general elections shall 
be judges of the primary elections, and the 
laws covering general elections shall apply 
to primary elections, exfepting the hours 
of holding same, which shall be from, 12 
M. o'clock to 7 P. M. In order to get a 
name on the primary election ballot; for 
Governor, a petition of 5,000 legal voters 
and a fee of $500; Representative in Con- 
gress, $100j State Senator, 150;- Represen- 
tative, $25, backed by a petition signed by 
5 per cent, of tbe legal voters of bis party. 
Witness fees, county court 11.00, and 5 
cents per mile each way for necessary 
travel. 

Game license is now 75 cents instead of 
$1.10 as before. $15 for non-resident. 

No mala under 18 or female under 16 
can marry, male over IS and under 21 and 
female over 16 and under 18 .must have 
consent of parent or guardian. 

All mortgages, both real and personal, 
■hall be ackaowledged before a Justice oE 
the Peace or the County Judge or any 
Deputy Clerk of any municipal court in 
said county.

Vexation* Delay Burnt Owing Chiefly 
to the XHsnntlafncttoil of Americans 
with Conditions— Tho Knlnsr Yellow 
Faveriintl Malaria. 



Slowly and unwillingly the American 
government Is awakening to the Im- 
mensity of the task of digging the Pan* 
a ma cai i ;il, writes Junius It. Wood in 
the Chicago Inter Ocean. A year has 
elapsed since the starting of the actual 
work on tho fethmua and all thnt has 
beeu accomplished of permanent value la 
the ex carat Ion of a comparatively trilling 
amount of materia) and the partial or- 
ganization of n working force. 

Unexpected and serious obstacles both 
In tho field of work ami in this country 
have impeded tho work. Situations 
which could not be foreseen on pnper or 
accounted for In figured estimates have 
arisen. On all Bides they hnve spriing 
up— varying from friction with the "ill- 
clnls at Washington over problem n of 
policy to squabbles with negro laborers 
OTer the necessity of coffee with every 
meal. But the problem which Is of nin.it 
Interest to the general public, otid which' 
baa made It almost Impossible to form an, 
effective working organ fruition from its 
shifting personnel, is the dissatisfaction 
of the American employes.

"Microscopic examination 
shows pneumonia of the left lung, acute 
Brlght's disease, cloudy swelttug of the 
liver mid degeneration of tho heart. In 
view of. those finding* nnd the chemical 
examination, It h our opinion that death 
,. was due "to pneumonia."

During his 11 retime he was thought to lie 
dead on three different occasions nnd had 
been placed upon a coaling board by un- 
der takers. Ho was conscious of what 
was going oa around him, but unable to 
movo a muscle. He narrowly escaped 
being burled allro on all three occasions.

Crops Geticrnllr In 1'romlslnir Con* 
(tltlon-Corn HnlTurn tmm Ruin. 
The weather bureau's weekly bulletin 
summarises crop eomlitlans as follows; 

lu the district east i<( the Itoeky Moun- 
tains temperature eafulittous wero gen 
enilly favorable, though ra titer cool In 
th n .MbiHuuri valley. Over much tin- 
greater part u£ the country from thr 
South Atlantic ami gulf coasts uorthwanl 
to tlm lake region, Minnesota aud the 
DSkotiM excessive rain fell, greatly hin- 
dered Ihe eultlvathni of crops, caused 
r;ip id grim- th of weed's and iu places In- 
jured hay ntul harvest grain. There 
was practically no nilu in New England, 
only light showers on the immediate mid- 
dle Atlantic coast, and uoite in the Itoeky 
Mountain ami Piicille coast regions, In 
central and northern California, and por- 
tions of Oregon and Wushlngton Intense 
.heat prevailed during the latter part of 
tlio week. 

The corn crop has hiul a wpek of very 
favorable conditions for growth, except 
In the upper Missouri valley, where its 
progress has been rather slow on ac- 
count uf liiMilllclcut heat ntul lack of 
sunshine, While rains have interfered 
with cultivation to some extent, the crop 
us a whole Is In u fairly good state of 
cultivation and Is largely laid by except 
iu the more northerly districts. 

Whiter wheal harvest continues In the 
northerly district* ami is largely finished 
elsewhere, ltalny weather has exten- 
sively Interfered with thrashing and has 
caused dniuagcto grain in shuck lu parts 
of the middle Atlantic States nud central 
r alloy*. The abnormal heiit on the north 
Pacific coast during the latter part of 
tho week probably caused damage to 
the wheat crop in Washington. 

In portions uf South Hakotn and Min- 
nesota spring wheat on lowlands has suf- 
fered from overflows, hut elsewhere In 
the spring wheat region- the crop is In 
promising condition. Itnst continues In 
South Dakota and Minnesota, though not 
materially Increasing, and is beginning 
to uppear In North Dakota. Spring 
wheat continues promising on the north 
Pacific const, though exposed to trying 
heat conditions during the latter part of 
the week. 

Il'itb standing nud harvested oats have 
suffered considerably from wet weather, 
which has caused lodging, hindered har- 
vesting nud injured outs lu stack or 
shock. A Hue crop, however, Is general- 
ly indicated. 

Iu Illinois frequent showers were un- 
favorable for liar rest lug, thrashing and 
haying, Oats are rlpeulug. Many mea- 
dows ore overripe, but the ground Is too 
wet for reapers and mowers. The con- 
dition uf corn Is except loually favorable, 
some tnsseliug. Oata generally ore 
standing up well, but some badly lodged.

Cmr Appoints Him Chief PlcnlpOten- 
tlury of Ituwtln. 

Emperor Nicholas has appointed M. 
Wittc, president of the committee 'of 
ministers, to be chief plenipotentiary reii- 
reseatlng the Busslnu government In the 
peace negotiations to be couducted next 
month in Washington. 

Scrgius Wltte, the Russian plenipo- 
tentiary, may be regarded as the leading 
Liberal statesman of Russia. For the 
last thirteen years he has been one of 
tho strongest personalities In the Rus- 
sian bureaucracy, although his political 
fortunes suffered a setback wheu he was 
compelled to resign the portfolio of min- 
ister of finance In August, 1003, and 
again when, after being appointed presi- 
dent of the council of ministers in tho 
sume month, bis ulllcc gradually lost its 
importance until rumors of his Intention 
to resign and go abroad had been per- 
sistently circulated. 

Wltte Is about SO years old and has 
worked his way up from the position of 
an underpaid railroad clerk, who occa- 
sionally acted ns porter,' to that of the 
leading statesman of Russia, hi spite of 
the fact that his enemies arc numerous 
and Include some of the most powerful 
men in Russia, A mnn of large stature, 
and muscular, standing over six feet 
high, Wltte has the reputation of being 
harsh to his subordinates, but his nblllty 
has never 1 1 ecu doubted even by his worst 
enemies. He was created a count - In 
1001. 

M. Wltte Is thoroughly familiar with 
the far eastern question in all Its bear- 
ings. He understands the Japanese posi- 
tion aud fully realized before the war 
that the aggressive policy pursued un- 
der the lead of Viceroy Alexleff and M. 
Bczobrnzoff, president of the Yolu Tim- 
ber Company, and the coterie of adven- 
turers connected with them- would drlvo 
Japan to take up the sword. At one 
time Wittc talked over the situation with 
Marqula I to, president of the. Japanese 
privy council and one of the leading 
statesmen of Japan. Practically it was 
Wi tie's disapproval of Russia's far east- 
ern policy and the creation of a vice- 
royalty in the far East which, caused 
his downfall as minister of finance.

That the Esch- 
Towiisend bill will never become % 
law Is now certain, nnd curiosity cen- 
ters In the possible features of the 
substitute measure. It Is believed that 
the ntlmliilstrnlloii forces will flglit 
for government supervision In a modi- 
fied form and will prove their ability 
to get such a measure emitted. With 
the information gathered by the sen-, 
ate committee and that picked up by 
congressmen through personal Inves- 
tigation, it Is thought that congress 
can arrive at a satisfactory couelui 
elou of the railway rate question with- 
out devoting months to It.

Togo's where- 
abouts were quite unknown until ho 
pounced on the 'Russian fleet; No won- 
der that nearly every correspondent 
who went to Japan to report the war 
returned disgusted because of the sunftll 
chances open to him for news- getting;. 
Japan could not afford to conduct war 
for the sake of furnishing a spectacu- 
lar exhibit to the world. It Is often 
the part of patriotism to help the ns*. 
tlon keep its secrets. American news- 
papers have sometimes recognized this; 
more frequoutly they have not done so.

Arti- 
ficial irrigation iu that section Is not nec- 
essary. The colony hns every chance for 
prosperity.

Rarely, if ever, has a man stepped into 
a cabinet oflice am id the plaudits of the 
American people, as has done Elihu Root. 
: No man and no newspaper has had the 
temerity to criticise the President's solec- 
of a successor to John Hay, late Secretary 
of State. Some violently partisan papers 
have, it is true, criticised Mr. Hoot because 
of the fact that he has acted as attorney 
for certain trusts and large corporate in- 
terests, but even those who have pointed 
with disapproval to this phase of tho 
career of tho new Secretary of State hnve 
Folt constrained to acknowledge the pre- 
eminent fitness of Elihu Root, the man for 
the responsible duties which will fall to 
him when the mantle of John Hay .rests 
upon his shoulders. It has been said that 
no man leaves public office with hia work 
completed and the larger tho man tho truer 
the saying. There are many things which 
John Hay left unfinished, left so because 
the fulness oE time had not ripened them 
and because he was fur too vtita a diplomat 
ever to act precipiately. But unfinished 
they are and to Etihu Root will fall the 
completion of many of them, and the guid- 
ance of others which even this generation 
will not live to see completed. It is a dif- 
ficult task which confronts the new Secre- 
tary of State. He has. not enjoyed the 
long diplomatic training which prepared 
his preclesessor and he must take up "no 
initio" many thingo which were the pro- 
duct of Mr. Hay's deliberation. But no 
one expects other than that the new secre- 
tary will makR a su:cea3 if the responsible 
duties which will fall to him, and every 
patriot American, irrespective of party 
affiliations, will wish him God-speed. 



One of the most striking characteristics 
of the administration of Theodore Roose- 
velt has been the great unearthing of 
"grn ft" in the public service. To the un- 
thinking it might id most seem that he has 
been singularly unfortunate in having 
during his administration eo many dis- 
honest public employes. No thoughtful 
person will, however, be guilty of this 
error. The reason that bo much graft has 
been detected and punished during Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's administration is that he 
is merciless in his dealing with it, that he 
abbora dishonesty in the public service and 
has given every member of bis cabinet so 
to understand, and that when a case is 
found instead of quietly dismissing tho 
culprit, or permitting bim to resign, the 
President insists on bis public prosecution 
in order that his fnte may prove an ex- 
ample to other evil-doers, or to tboso who 
may bo tempted. It is chiefly a difference 
of method. The President argues that 
public officials aro public servants and that 
the people have a right to know what has 
been the conduct of their servants and to 
know that when they bavo been guilty of 
dishonesty they ore publicly disgraced and 
justly punUbed. There is another feature 
of the President's policy, however, which 
has contributed to tho detection of the 
grafters. Tbo very fact that he has dealt 
with absolute justice, so far as in his power 
lay, with every case of dishonesty brought 
to his attention has emboldened those who 
acquiro information of improper conduct 
on tbe part of public officials to make the 
facts known to tbo President or to the 
proper officials, and for that reason the de- 
tections are more numorous than, ever be- 
fore.

Hoc Cur l'luiiiuattnit. 

Certain kind* of plants grown In 
pots lira often subject to tho attacks 
of Insects oven In tho »u miner, nl* 
though the trouble Is greater dunn*, 
(ho months of winter, when tha plants 
oro grown In tho boat of tho U**ng- 
room, without much moisture. To thor- 
oughly clennae plants of Insocts they 
must be fumigated, tobacco burned 
being the means generally employed. 
Of course, In this work tho main Idea 
is to keep the ulr from tho plants dur- 
ing the process of fumigation, 

TJto fumigating box mny be of any 
Blse desired, according to tho number 
of plants to bn cleansed, although a 
box which mny bo conveniently cur- 
ried nbout is preferred to anything 
larger. After selecting the box, imiKe 
n frame three Inches wide and nail 
.around the edgo of the box. Then 
bore n few holes In one end of tho 
box. Then mnko n frnme to fit snug-

Will criuif frees. 

Unless tho owner of trees under- 
stands some of the moro Important 
principles of growth, there Is, dimgor 
thnt ho will, when applying water, do 
more harm than good. To apply wa- 
ter In small quantities through ' the 
droughty season Is to cause the roots 
In tho ground to turn toward tno sur- 
face nud grow hi that direction. Then 
when watering Is discontinued for any 
rciiBon the routs dry out much moro 
quickly than If they had not been wa- 
tered at all. When wntei 1 Is applied 
to trees It should be In sunlcit-nt 
abundance to soak the ground to n 
depth of several, feet .The roots will 
then not turn up to get moisture. If 
It is necessary to npply hut llttlo wa- 
ter at a time it should not be put on 
the surface of tlio ground. Dig a hole 
nnd put in a large piece of drain plpo 
so .that tho water being thrown into 
this pipe or piece of tlic will soak 
deep into the ground. In case of not 
having n drain pipe or piece of tile, a 
hole can be made su (Helen tly deep to 
act ns n reservoir. Let the water soak 
Into the ground from this 'hole. Tho 
Idea la to. get the water to the roots 
from some other direction rather than 
from the surface of tho ground,

The illustration 
ulmost explains Itself, A balance 
wheel must be arranged nt one end of 
an axle, and a four or six-fan wheel, 
to catch the wind, at the other end, In 
tho center the rod must be bent in the 
shape of the letter U. As the axle re- 
volves, this plays the pitman up and 
down. The churn btands In the bo. v. 
The rod should be so arranged that It 
can be quickly detached when It Is 
necessary to look at tho butter. 
Handles nro provided at the bottom of 
the box for turning In the right dlrcc- 



Food for Work Horse*. 

A number of writers In agricultural 
papers are urging the abandonment ot 
onts and timolhy hay for horses thai 
work on the farm, because of the high 
price of tlii'ic foods. Ah n substitute, 
these writers suggest clover hay and 
corn. It Is best to be n llttlo cu refill 
about making such n change. It mny 
work out all right provided It Is not 
curried to on excess — that Is, try It 
for a month, then go 'back to oats and 
timothy, and then back 'to corn and 
clover, lly the end' of the third month 
one will know pretty well If tho plan 
wns n good one. There can he no 
doubt thnt onts are by far tho beat 
grain to feed horses, mid it Is nt least 
doubtful If one can safely change to 
any other grain as a regular ration 
nnd make it pay In the long run. 
There may be tittle difference noted 
for n long time with some horses, nnd 
the saving will amount to consider- 
able, but the experiment Is a doubtful 
one. Remember there is flitch a thing 
ns false economy, and this may come 
under that head.

Bilk Worm Culture In Ceylon. 

From recent experiments conclusive 
proof has been obtained that Bilk of 
excellent quality can be raised In Cey- 
lon, and samples of cocoons raised nt 
Fcrudeulya from European seed have 
been clashed by a European expert as 
second only to the best Italian silk. 
Il l ther to all experiments have been 
on a small scale, limited partly by the 
comparative scarcity of mulberry trees.

Hi Ik worm-rearing establishment A 
schema is under consideration by the 
Coy I on Hoard of Agriculture. 



The Orent Country of th* North. 
Tile resources of Canada are hardly 
yet appreciated by her nearest neigh- 
bors. Figures were recently quoted 
by a prominent Canadian speaker, Mr, 
Edgar Judge, showing that the home- 
stead holdings In Northwestern Canada 
since IKHJ hove incrossod from 207,- 
700. acres to 2,220,120 acres. "If fifty 
thousand farmers could raise seventy 
million bushels of wheat In 1002 in 
Mnnllobn, then 250,000 could raise 
aso ,000,000 bushels, enough to supply 
tho total Import requirements of Great 
Hrltulii, befildes feeding tho people of 
Canada," Tho speaker asserted that 
tho freight on wheat shipped from Ft 
William, Canada, to London, England, 
was less than that on shipments from 
English midlands, .only ono hundred 
miles from London, Ho concluded that 
tho possibilities of Canada ns a. grower 
and exporter of* fruit- products were 
greater than those of either Russia or 
the United Sta toi.

MONEY IN VANILLA BEANS. 



Five-Acre Plantation Renders Its Own- 
er Independent, 
The region about Tuxpam, In, the 
state of Vera Cruz, Mexico, Is the nat- 
ural habitat of the vanilla' vine. The 
land Is cleared of underbrush and the 
vine cuttings, which should be about 
eighteen Inches long, are planted be- 
side sluteble.trees, left standing for 
the purpose. As soon as the Joints 
commence to sprout they throw out 
tendrlU, which cling tenaciously to 
the trees, and soon form climbing 
vines, which after three to four years, 
commence to bear. In the fifth year 
the vine wilt be In full hearing, and 
.will produce from fifteen to forty 
beans, each bean worth from 8 to 10 
cents Mexican (3.82 to 4.77 cents 
United States); In certain years the 
beans have been known to. sell as 
high as It cents (8.50 cents) apiece. 
Tbe cured beans command a much 
■ higher price. It Is estimated that a 
five-acre vanilla plantation will yield 
sufficient Income to render Its owner 
Independent for the remainder of his 
life.

An account Bays: "The hospital at 
Borongon was a native two-Btory 
house, the best In the place, but with* 
out partitions. It was desirable that 
there should be an operating room 
separated from the other rooms, but

Monday evening, OcL 2, 1737, Is pos- 
sessed by R. Burns Linderman of Sy- 
racuse, N, Y„ having. been In bis fam- 
ily for nearly 108 years. 'It Is a four- 
page publication, printed dally and put 
at |8 a year. 

The Price Current gives the prices 
of commodities of more than 100 years 
ago. Butter then sold for 14 cents fi 
pound, while beef ranged from $10 to 
$12 a barrel. Flour ranged all the 
way from $4.50 to $8 a barrel. Pig 
Iron was quoted at $30 to $32,50 a ton, 
country bar at $87.50 to $95, the same 
refined at $100 to $110, while rolled 
Iron was placed at $160 to $165. Oak 
boards wero quoted at $17.50 per M., 
and North river pine was the same. 
Nails cost 12 cents a pound. Brown 
sugar was sold at 14 and 18 cents a 
pound, white sugar at 16 and IS cents, 
while lump and loaf sugar weighed 
out at 27 and 29 cents respectively. 
German steel was then 14 cents a 
pound.

Firing of at Thlrteen-lnch Shell a Sight 
Never to Be Forgotten. 
To see a thirteen -Inch gun loaded 
and fired Is a eight not to be forgot- 
ten. The projectile is (thirteen Inches 
In diameter, three feet In length and 
welgha 1,100' pounds, .The powder 
charge for target practice is 260 
pounds. The cost of each shot Is 
$500. 

When all Is ready on the range, the 
signal alren sounds, there la a blind- 
ing Sash, a roar like thunder and a 
Jarring shock; then you heocr the 
wb Inning acreech of the shell, for all 
tbe world like a fast express round- 
ing a sharp curve. The projectile Is 
vlsibto almost from the time It leaves 
the gun; you see It rlp # through the tar- 
set and strike the 'water beyond, 
throwing up a column of liquid many 
feet high. 

Tho shell skips, much like tho fiat- 
stone "skipper" of our boyhood, and 
ngaln a column of water shoots up 
two miles or more farther out, to bo 
repeated time and again. The shell 
In Its flight can be watched without 
the aid of a glass for eight miles or 
more In clear weather.

This old man was an Eng- 
lishman named Wbyte, who, like 
many another poor prisoner, had be- 
come Insane In . the Bastlle,— London' 
Globe.

In the days. when Great Britain and 
Ireland were one— geologically, not'
